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REPORT  OF  THE 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


The  twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  which  is 
presented  herein,  covers  operations  during  the  Fiscal  Year  ended 
31st  March,  1950. 

Net  income  for  the  year  amounted  to  $1  1,814,309.27,  in 
addition  to  which  a  sum  of  $165,160.25  was  realized  from  the 
sale  of  Permits. 

Financial  Statements  and  Appendices  are  included  with 
the  Report. 


LICENSES 

No  addition  was  made  to  the  number  of  Breweries  operat¬ 
ing  in  the  Province,  and  as  in  previous  years,  five  such  Licenses 
were  issued.  The  products  of  these  Breweries  delivered  to  the 
Board  for  resale  to  Licensees  and  permittees  have  been  subjected 
continuously  to  intensive  inspection  and  analysis.  These  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Kelso, 
the  Provincial  Analyst,  who  has  set  a  high  standard  which  must 
be  met  before  he  is  prepared  to  approve  and  recommend  the 
products  to  the  Board. 

Licenses  issued  by  the  Board  remain  in  effect  for  the 
Calendar  Year,  unless  cancelled  for  cause  or  surrendered  when 
the  business  is  sold  during  the  year. 

Again  there  has  been  a  large  turnover  in  Hotel  properties, 
no  fewer  than  forty-seven  Hotels  have  been  sold  during  the  year. 
This  wholesale  transfer  of  interests,  which  continued  practically 
right  up  until  the  latter  days  of  December,  has  very  materially 
increased  the  work  of  administration,  more  particularly  so  as 
very  many  of  the  purchasers  have  had  little  or  no  previous 
Hotel  experience. 

If  this  heavy  turnover  is  to  continue  year  by  year,  the 
Board  will  have  to  give  serious  consideration  to  a  recommendation 
that  an  adequate  transfer  fee  be  assessed,  possibly  based  on  the 
volume  of  business  done  in  the  previous  year. 

Actually,  443  Licenses  were  issued  during  the  year, 
although  the  number  of  Hotels  involved  was  396  only.  Two  of 
these  were  destroyed  by  fire,  these  being  located  at  Cambria 
and  Warner.  Through  the  vigilance  of  the  Licensee  or  of  his 
employees,  all  guests  were  enabled  to  leave  the  buildings  in 
ample  time,  and  there  was  no  injury  or  loss  of  life. 

One  License  was  cancelled  owing  to  mis-representation 
with  respect  to  a  sale  of  the  property.  In  addition,  One  License 
was  cancelled  as  a  result  of  the  Licensee  selling  Beer  during 
prohibited  hours.  Five  were  suspended  owing  to  sales  to  minors, 
whilst  one  suspension  was  imposed  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory 
manner  in  which  the  Hotel  premises  were  being  maintained. 

Off-premises  sale  privileges  were  temporarily  withdrawn 
from  Three  Hotels  through  non-observance  of  the  regulations 
regarding  these  sales. 
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Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  many  of  the  Hotels  throughout  the  Province,  with  the  result 
that  Hotels  in  rural  Alberta  compare  very  favourably  with  those 
to  be  found  in  other  parts  of  Canada. 

In  this  work,  and  also  in  all  matters  in  connection  with 
the  Hotel  industry,  the  Board  has  been  fortunate  in  receiving  the 
full  support  and  co-operation  of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association, 
and  to  the  Officers  and  Officials  of  that  organization  it  now 
extends  its  very  grateful  thanks. 

Four  additional  Club  Licenses  were  granted  since  the  last 
Report  was  issued,  making  a  total  of  Sixty-six  such  Licenses  in 
effect  during  the  year  under  review. 

Canteens,  operating  under  the  control  of  the  Armed  Forces, 
to  the  number  of  Twenty-six  obtained  licenses,  and  these,  together 
with  the  Clubs,  were  operated  without  incident,  and  it  was  not 
necessary  for  the  Board  to  impose  penalties. 

A  Statement  showing  Licenses  issued  and  penalties 
imposed  will  be  found  in  Appendix  ’'A''. 

FLAVOURING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES  (ALCOHOLIC) 

The  number  of  Licenses  issued  to  Retailers,  authorizing 
them  to  keep  for  sale  and  to  sell  Alcoholic  Flavouring  Extracts 
and  Essences,  totalled  1,662,  and  only  one  such  license  was 
cancelled  for  cause  during  the  year. 

GOVERNMENT  LIQUOR  STORES 

During  the  year  three  additional  Liquor  Stores  were 
opened,  these  being  located  at  Edmonton  West,  Brooks  and  Rocky 
Mountain  House. 

The  Store  in  Edmonton  has  materially  relieved  the  pressure 
on  the  Main  Store,  whilst  those  at  Brooks  and  Rocky  Mountain 
House  were  necessitated  by  increased  volume  of  business  in 
those  areas. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

Periods  of  prosperity,  accompanied,  as  they  are,  by  freer 
spending  for  luxury  goods  on  the  part  of  the  public,  bring  added 
problems  to  those  entrusted  with  the  enforcement  of  the  Liquor 
Laws,  and  this  has  been  the  situation  in  this  Province  during 
the  past  few  years.  In  spite  of  this,  the  Officers  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and  those  of  the  City  and  Municipal 
Police  Forces  throughout  the  Province  have  carried  out  these 
duties  in  an  exemplary  manner,  and  to  all  of  them  the  Board 
extends  its  thanks  and  appreciation. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

During  the  Fiscal  Year  674  Orders  of  Interdiction  were 
received,  and  507  Orders  were  revoked  or  became  void,  leaving 
1,459  in  effect  as  at  the  31st  March,  1950. 

Individual  Permits  to  the  number  of  486,  which  included 
350  issued  in  the  names  of  persons  interdicted  during  the  year, 
were  cancelled. 
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Vendors  at  Government  Liquor  Stores  filled  107  Prescrip¬ 
tions  issued  by  Medical  Practitioners. 

The  number  of  individual  sales  to  Permittees  totalled 
4,015,023,  at  an  average  for  each  sale  of  $5.85,  which  average 
is  exactly  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Licensee  customers  placed  43,290  separate  orders  during 
the  year. 

Shipments  by  Express  to  Permittees,  at  points  at  which 
there  are  no  Government  Liquor  Stores,  but  where  an  Express 
Agent  maintains  an  Office,  totalled  16,030,  which  is  2,342  less 
than  the  number  shipped  by  this  method  during  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  packages  shipped  by  Express,  1,001 
parcels  were  dispatched  through  the  mails  to  points  at  which 
an  Express  Office  is  not  located. 

Entries  and  Clearances  through  Dominion  Government 
Customs  and  Excise  Bonds  are  made  by  our  own  Staff,  and  5,342 
such  Entries  were  completed  during  the  year. 

Cash  and  Trade  Discounts  amounting  to  $31,767.87  were 
obtained  by  the  Board,  and  these  are  shown  in  the  Financial 
Statements. 

The  Board  and  the  Brewers  of  Alberta  paid  to  the  Dominion 
Government,  collectively,  a  sum  of  approximately  $10,463,000, 
representing  Customs  and  Excise  Duty,  Malt  and  Sales  Tax  on 
products  sold  through  the  Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Ware¬ 
houses. 

Approximately  12,393,000  Gallons  of  Beer  were  sold 
through  the  Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses  during 
the  Fiscal  Year,  and  of  this  quantity,  all  but  48,600  Gallons  were 
manufactured  within  the  Province.
